I have not moQH newl,The University takes much tlmC 
and 1 am very glad that time passes quickly as at 
home I am alone and. therefore, do not like to be 
there.The climate is beatlful here: it is not so rainy 
as I expected. On the contrary, we have many sunny days 
and it is very warm here.
